search work I was Introduced to Dr. 
Holt but paid little attention to him 
at that time. He asked me how Cut- 
ting and Allen, two University of Chi- 
cago professors, were getting along. I 
told him. and asked him if he knew 
them. He said he did not, but had 
heard of them.

had 


stayed with mo and reminded me of 
someone but I could not 
remember 


whom. Then my mental 
associations 


began to work, and I said 'I know who 
it is; It is Muenter! 


"The next time I saw him he looked 


squarely at me and said "Hello. Gould. 
His words had the attitude of a man 
stepping back into an old familiarity 
He never avoided me except on one 
occasion, when I saw him with his 
wife and family. 


"1 had every opportunity to obscrvi. 


him and hear him speak German anc

Hero 
His Honor and other commissioners 
have otlices and here' they meet to 
discuss city measures and decide upon 
what Is to be done.

ployes have been on their jobs for 
lo, these many years; and as few die 
and stone resign gray hairs and bald 
heads are in strong evidence. Mayors 
and al;!ermen come and go but the 
cily hall employes, like Tennyson's 
brook, So on forever. 
Many of them 


aro oliioials of Indispensable value to 
the rity.—\vhlch is to say, wi>ro they 
to 
retire 
from 
their 
positions

would to a slow and diflicult matter 
before 
their 
efficiency

allod. 
Fortunately, In these days 


under civil service laws, the compe- 
tent c!erk does not worry about his 
leimrc of orflce; and for that matter 
neither docs the Incompetent one (If 
there Is any, as he is in a la rye degree 
similarly protected, 


I am told by an old tinier that In 


the main the social relations arr.ons 
city 
hall 
employes 
are 
pleasant 


enough; and he further stated the 
peculiar fact that there were many 
of his fellow employes, even upon his 
own floor, with whom ho was not 
acquainted and many whose names he 
did not even know. 
He affirms that 


the esprit dc corps here existing is ad- 
mirable, tb,at the eiiiciency maintained 
is, as a rule, excellent and that disin- 
terested persons in a position to know 
have paid highest praise to certain 
subordinate 
officials. 


The remuneration received by our 


city hall clerks is not, as a rule, ex- 
cessive. 
In most Instances when one 


considers the years of preparation and 
training required befora a clerk reach- 
es what may be considered the.maxi- 
mum point In pay, It will be found 
that similar work done by employes 
of private concerns are more fortu- 
nate as to compensation. 


It may. bo true 
that 
inequalities 


exist and that here and there po- 
litical favoritism has been shown: but 
I fancy were an attempt made as has 
been suggested, to adjust 
city hall 


salaries upon a reasonable and equi- 
table basis the results might prove 
unsatisfactory. 
. However, 
something 


might be accomplished by instituting 
maximum limits to salaries applying 
to 
skilled 
labor 
and 
regulated by 


years of service. 
This is a matter 


for some future city-hall statesman- 
to take up and perform a good job 
on it. 


The interest that every intelligent 


citizen has in his city is likely 
to 


•center In the sayings and doings at 
Icily hall; and just as his principles or 
prejudices dictate he praises or blames. 
Time was when he could knock Uven- 
ty-sc.von innocent councilmen, nine al- 
dermen and one mayor; but in these 
days he concentrates his wrath 
or 


love upon but 
five common commis- 


sioners, or divides it up to suit him- 
self. 


Occasionally, In the past, he has 


sent representatives to city hall of 
peculiar characteristics,

the main, our duly elected representa- 
tives have been men of sober sense 
ivho have really given the best serv- 
ice to the city they were capable of.

Harvard professor who was suspected 
of having caused the death of his wife, 
is made here by Prof. Chester X. Gould 
of the University of Chicago. 


Prof. Gould in a statement 
made 


public today admitted that 
he 
had 


Identified Muenter. who was a former 
student at the University of Chicago, 
while at Cornell university last Novem- 
ber. He said ho decided not to expose 
the man as "he seemed to he gelling 
along so nicely nnd I Ihought it wus 
better to let well enough alone." 


Prof. Gould's statement, in part fol- 
lows: 


"When I arrived at Cornell univer- 


sity last Xovember to engage in re- 
search work I was introduced to Dr. 
Holt hut paid littlo attention to him 
at lhat time. He asked me how Cut- 
ting p.nd Allen, two University of Chi- 
cago professors, were gelling along. I 
lolil him. nnd asked him if he knew 
them. He said he did not, but had 
heard of them. ' 


"Holt's c.-.rriage 
and 
speech 
had 
stayed with me nnd reminded me of 
someone but T could not 
remember 


whom. Then my mental 
associations 


began to work, and I said '1 know who 
it is: it Is Muenter! 


"The next time [ saw him he looked 


squarely at me and said "Hello, Gonld ' 
His words had the attitude of a man 
stepping hack Into an old familiarity. 
Ho .never avoided mo except on one 
occasion, when I saw him with his 
wife- anil family. 


"I had every opportunity to observe 
him and hear him speak German and 
English and there can be no doubt thut

over, tho connecting rods and

bearings taken up, valves ground for 
the second time, carbon removed and 
everything looked over 
that 
could 


possibly develop a knock. 
I have 


tried different adjustments on the car- 
bureter. 
I have also been running 


with the spark advanced a little over 
half way, gaining much power, but I 
think It is advanced too far. 
When 


tho engine is pulling heavily and when 
I suddenly open the throttle the knock 
disappears until the motor has picked 
up a little.

a piston slap. 
Would advise you to 


raise the cylinders and havo a good 
machinist accurately gauge trie pistons 
and cylinders.

slap. 
Poor piston rings will also 


tend to cause a slap of this sort.

cheering news that their two daugh- 
ters. Helena, 3 years old, and Olga, 4 
years, are safe In Galieta, where they 
are being taken care of by a relative. 


Mr. and Mrs. Pater were very anx- 


ious over tho fate of their two children, 
who have been In Europe for the past 
two years, for they had not received 
any word from them since the outbreak 
of the war. The parents feared that 
the children had.been killed for Prze- 
riiysl, Galicia, where fierce battles tooK 
place, Is located eight miles from where 
the children had been left. 


Mr. Pater went to Zarnowlec, Galicia, 


two years ago, for the benefit of his 
health. 
He took his two daughters 


along with him and after five months 
ho returned to Lowell, but left the 
children in the care of Jlrs. Pater's 
mother. Shortly after his return the 
war broke out and although scores of 
letters were written in an endeavor to 
receive news of tho children, nothlns 
could be learned.

icr. He said he decided not to expose 
:ho man ns "he seemed to be getting 
ilong so nicely And I thought it was 
better to let well enough alone." 


Prof. Gould's statement, in part fol- 
lows: 


"When I arrived at Cornell univer- 
sity last Xovember to engage In re- 
search work I was introduced to Dr 
Holt but paid little attention to him 
at that time. Ho asked me how Cut- 
ting and Allen, two University of Chi- 
cago professors, were setting along. I 
told him, and asked him if he knew 
them. -He said he did not, but had 
heard of them. 


"Holt's carriage and . speech 
had 


stayed with me and reminded me of 
someone hut I could not 
remember 


whom. 
Then my mental 
associations 


began to work, and I said 'I know who 
it is: it is T^Iuenterj 


"The next time 1 saw him he looked 


squarely at me and said "Hello, Gould' 
His words had the attitude of a man 
stepping back into an old familiarity 
He never avoided ma except on one 
occasion, when 1 saw him with his 
wife and family. 


"I had every opportunity to observe 


him and hear him speak German and 
English and there can be no doubt that 
Frank Holt was Erich iluenter."
